Probably nover hefore in the history of
the world has there been In progress at
oo time such a stopendous amount of
building and public improvement as that
by which New York is now being trans-
formed. Thers Are now under way in
New York engineering projects whowse
valne is §344.000,000, and contracts have
been authorized but net yot let for $106,.
Q00000 wore” work. Thin does net in-
elude the expenditure annually of $3.-
000,000 te improve the water supply, for
which an aggregale oxpenditure of $102,-
000,000 has been planned. The follow-

These figures do not include the work
on the Ambrose channel in the harbor,
which s a 84,000,000 job, nor do they
takes into nocount the engineering work
done on great buildings. There was
abagr $40,000,000 worth of building done
in New York last year for office and fac-
tory bulldings alone. 1t is safe to say
that from $10,000.000 to $15,000,000 of
that work required the services of expert
engineers. There is probably more work
of that kind going on this year than last.
Flo it may be said that besides the §611,
000,000 already mentionad there [ fully
$14,000,0000 more of engineering work
going on, making a grand total of $G25.
000,000 worth of construction in connee
tion with transportation and building al
ready under way or provided for in and
around New York which may be describ
ed properly as great engineering projects.

This sum of $625,000,000 may bd term-
ed n faet sstablished, but there are other
vast projecis still in the stage of con-
templation—more t(unnels and beidges
and buildings, some of which undoubted-
Iy will be constructed in.the not distant
future, which will amount to from $£200,-
000,000 to 300,000,000 more.

The above outline of large operations
in progress does not refer to the new
buildings which will be erected, except
the tunnel and railway terminals. Mam-
moth hotels, apartment houses, stores,
theaters, ete, must be added to the list
If mnything like a complete idea of the
construction work in New York Is to be
obtained. ;

New York City’'s great project for se-
curing & water supply from the Catskills
will cost about $182,000,000. That pro-
ject means the construction of gnormous
dams in half a dogen different valleys,
the wiping out of many settlements, the
construction of a long system of tunnels
and pum stations, Including the tun-
nel under Hudson river, the erection
of gntes and the distribution of the water
in the city, It ia the largest undertak-
ing of the kind the world has ever known,

This water supply for New York is a
far greater enterprise than the Panama
canal in the engineering problems and
even in the money outlay. There are
also private engineering problems going
on In New York which reach into the
milllons. Many of-these have to do with
the construction of great buildings.

JAMESTOWN EXPOSITION
TO THE PUBLIC.

Preaident Presses Gold Butten, De-
livers Address nnd Reviews Mag-
niflcent Naval Pageant Amid
Thunderenas Salntes,

——

The exposition opened Friday by
Prealdent Roosevelt on the shores of
Hampton Roads, amid the salutes of
cannon from nearly 100 war ships and
In the presence of numerous officials
and diplomats representing our own
snd forelign governments, should have
an inferest for Amerienns second to
none attaching to any former nntional
exhbibition In our history. The James-
town Tercentenninl Exposition com-
memorates the 300th anuiversary of the
first permanent English-speaking col
ony In Amerien, and, besides, Interest
in It ghonld be great beenuse of the
many historle nssoclations of the sor-
ronnding territory, The soll adjacent
has been the seene of more bloody bat-
tlen during the Revolutionary War, the
“war of 1812 and the Civil War than
any other part of America.
